e amendment replaces the Current Dental Terminology (CDT 5) with the latest update, CDT
007 — 2008, from the American Dental Association (ADA). This amendment became final
ugust 27, 2007. Oral health care providers and Managed Care Organizations (MCOs) must
eport CDT 2007 — 2008 procedure codes when billing for services rendered on or after July 1,
007 to Medical Assistance recipients younger than age 21.
